It's refreshing to see a 
man take his work so seriously and uphold the 
ideals of sympathy and kindness to his fellow- 
workers. Protesting against compelling unem- 
ployed workers to sleep in jails and police sta- 
tions in cold weather, on the ground that they 
are no criminals and should not be compelled 
to associate with the criminal class, Mr. Kane

Some of the practical advice Mr. Kane gives 
to newcomers in the hobo life are: 

“Be fairly well-dressed, 
shaven and of good address. 

“Try to interest the subject approached by 
getting his attention. 

“State your case briefly, politely and con- 
vincingly, asking for food, not money. 

“Caution should be used on city streets to 
avoid plain-clothes detectives, police officers 
and unsympathetic persons. 

“Stores, bakeries and meat-markets should 
be approached judiciously. Avoid asking for 
anything when there are customers aro@nd. The 
patron should be treated with polite earnest- 
ness and strongly impressed with the feeling 
that the applicant is badly in need of food. 
Very often the patron will donate money any- 
how. 

He observes: 

“The cheap, petty and contemptible 
method so often resorted to by beggars of 
asking for ‘a cup of cawfee’ is an evidence 
of ignorance, and a lack of ability to use 
good English. Always ask for a meal. 
Women may be solicited, but great care 
should be shown in approaching them and 
the utmost courtesy should be shown 
them.”

The best hours for approaching residences 
for food, says Mr. Kane, are 7:30 to 8:30 for 
breakfast; 12:30 to 1:00 (1:30 on Sundays) for 
dinner, and 6:30 to 7:30 for supper. He says: 
“At these times it will generally be found that 
families have eaten their meals and are in a 
more receptive mood. Invitations to eat at the 
family table are more apt to be given.”

Here's a little comment on experience with 
religious institutions that shows the hoboes 
prefer their meals without sermons. Advising 
against soliciting at hospitals and religious 
houses on the ground that these have been hard 
hit by the depression, Mr. Kane says:

“Catholic institutions especially are very 
hospitable and never enquire into the re- 
ligion of the applicant, as do the Salvation 
Army and the missions, which endeavor to 
give spiritual advice accompanied by dona- 
tions of thin’soup and meager contribu- 
tions of poor food. 

“Never pretend religion in order to ob- 


tain food, clothing and shelter. Beggars 
who indulge in such hypocrisy .. . repre- 


sent the lowest and most unethical type of 
our profession. They are generally not to 
be trusted. In too many instances they are 
the creatures of detectives, police officers 
and other authorities who seek to pry into 
our affairs without sufficient justification.” 
Men, like Comrade Kane, who are working 
to elevate and stabilize the profession of hoboe- 
ing are sowing seeds that a happier and freer 
generation may 1eap. The pampered dol of 
Hollywood, the men who have yachts, polo 
ponies, mansions and swimming pools to burn, 
for appearing on the screen, owe their good for- 
tune to those who struggled to lift the acting 
profession from its low estate in Shakespeare's 
day.

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Grapes From “Vineland” 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The first sturdy Vikings who found America 
were so impressed with the abundance of wild 
grapes that they named this country “Vine- 
land”, There is plenty of evidence to believe 
that the grape is one of the earliest fruits, the 
grapevine probably being one of the numerous 
creeping vines to grow out 
of the mud of the Paleozoic 
jungle. The records of grape 
cultivation go back over five 
thousand years, but the Phoe- 
nicians were the first to cul- 
tivate the grape extensively: 
As far back as we have any 
recorded history we know 
that grapevines have been 
found growing wild in every 
temperate and torrid zone of 
both hemispheres. 

In America the largest amount of grapes 
comes from the Pacific Coast, where about 80 
per cent of the grapes in the American market 
are raised. It is interesting to note that many 
of the most popular grapes raised in the Paci- 
fic Coast are from the same varieties mention- 
ed in the Bible and those famous in ancient 
history. The eastern sections of the* country 
raise the Concord, which is a black grape and 
used a great deal for table purposes, although 
some is made into grapejuice. These eastern and 
temperate zone grapes do not keep very well 
in storage, but the Malaga, Tokay, and Emperor 
grapes from California are packed in sawdust 
or cork and shipped to all parts of the world, 
as they keep quite well through the winter sea- 
son if properly refrigerated. 

The “grape cure” known in Europe is em- 
ployed by placing the patient exclusively on 
grapes which he fats for from four to six weeks, 
taking up to six pounds a day. Those who wish 
to try this diet while the grapes are not in sea- 
son can get excellent results through taking a 
fast on the bottled grapejuice. I especially re- 
commend that kind which is pasteurized with 
no sugar added. This is preferable to the bot- 
tled grapejuices which are often made from 
boiling over-ripe or under-ripe grapes and ad- 
ditional sugar added. 

Raisins are made from drying grapes in 
bunches. The best looking bunches are sold as 
table raisins, and the smaller grapes are separ- 
ated from their stems and put up in packages. 
The Muscats are the ones most commonly used 
for table grapes, while the Sultanas and Thomp- 
sons are put up in packages and used for cook- 
ing and for making candies. 

Both raisins and grapes contain a large 
amount of sugar, the sugar content of raisins 
being about 74 per cent, but of course much less 
in grapes because of the high water content. 
The principal acid in grapes is tartaric acid 
which, when extracted, is used in the making 
of baking powder. Because of the tartaric acid 
of grapes, they should never be used with 
starchy foods. During the season it is the best 
plan to use grapes for an entire meal or pos- 
sibly in addition to a meal containing only non- 
starchy vegetables. Another good combination 
is to drink a glass or two of milk for lunch and 
use with this about a half pound of grapes. If 
grapes are ever used with a regular meal, only 
a small amount should be used after a meal 
containing only proteins and non-starchy veg- 
etables

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. L. V. W. asks: “I was 
told that drinking one cupful of grapefruit juice 
mixed with half a cupful of olive oil would pos- 
itively prevent appendicitis. This is to be re- 
peated every week. What do you think. about 
it?” 

ANSWER: While grapefruit juice and,olive 
oil are both healthful foods, there is no reason 
to believe that the mixture such as you inquire 
about, would prevent appendicitis. The chief 
cause of ‘appendicitis is sluggish elimination 
which precedes the inflammation of the appen- 
dix. Secure a ncermal elimination from the in- 
testines daily and you wi!l find the best method 
of preventing appendicitis. 

QUESTION: Miss Althea B. wants to know: 
“Although I feel healthy and am energetic, I 
can never get my weight up to the normal as 
given on a weight chart. Do you think I should 
worry about it?” 

ANSWER: In checking your weight with 
that given on a weight chart you must remem- 
ber that the weight stated is the average weight 
A ten-pound variation from the figure given is 
still within the normal. I believe that the sen- 
sible thing to do is to maintain the weight at 
which you feel the best. 

QUESTION: “Troubled” writes: “I would 
like to know if these symptoms mean that I 
have heart trouble: often get pains in the heart 
if I exert myself, sleep poorly, feel dizzy, pulse 
seems to me to be slow, breathing sometimes 
difficult, very exhausted after awakehing in 
the morning and have a dull pain in the heart 
region. Most of my symptoms come on after 
a strenuous day but also have them when tak- 
ing it easy.” 

ANSWER: The symptoms you mention 
might be due to some form of heart trouble or 
might be due to some cause entirely different 
The only way to find out what is wrong is to 
have a complete examination. It may reassure 
you to know that the majority of pains arising 
in the chest which the patient mistakes for 
heart trouble are usually due to a disturbance 
in the gastro-intestinal tract, and not to a heart 
disturbance, A gas pocket in the stomach or in 
a special portion of the colon would be suffici- 
ent to produce most of the symptoms you de- 
scribe. The best advice I may give you is to 
be examined and find out what is wrong

First, the government would set 
up a Currency Commission. This | 
commission would buy from all 
the banks almost all their assets, | 
enough to give the banks cash | 
equal to their deposits.

This done, the commission would 
have practically all of the bills, 
notes, bonds, stocks now owned by 
the banks. The banks would have 
instead government currency. The 
deposits of the banks would be the | 


same, but they would be in cash 
instead of interest-bearing invest- 
ments. | 

Thereafter all deposit banks! 


would be chartered as mere ware- 
houses, of cash. They would not | 
make loans. They wold always 
have to keep a dollar in cash in 
their vaults for every dollar on de- 


posit, Their profits would come 
from charging depositors for the 
service. 


Those who wish to borrow would 
go to other types of banks specially 
chartered for the purpose. Such 
banks would accept funds from in- 
vestors, not depositors. You could 
put money in such banks for sav- 
ings purposes, understanding that

Especially when not vulnerable it 
pays in the long run to push an un- 
opposed contract to game on even 
chances to fulfill the contract, but it 
senseless to push that way when 
chances for game appear slight.
